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RIMARILY, The Temple is a cogmic organic center; the: constituent parts of 
which are the units of collective humanity: |

THE SUBSTANCE OF GOD. 
TEMPLE TEACHINGS, OPEN SERIES, NO. LVI. 

Ot all the fallacies ever conceived and propagated by man, there 
1s no more dangerous an emasculated truth than that which has been 
Seized and apphed to one of the basic principles of Occultism and 
thrown broadcast in the name of the Masters by many unenhght- 
ened, self-styled teachers of Divine Truth. This fallacy 1s all the 
more deadly in 1ts results in that it apparently expresses a generally 
accepted Cosmic law, the law of Opposites, and accentuates a uni- 
versally recognized necessity, namely, the bringing of the lower selt 
under subjection. 

Love and Hate are two poles of one universal law ; but love, in 
the common acceptation of the term, and as hestowed or recetved 
by or from the units of the great mass of humanity upon the ma- 
terial planes, partakes more of the nature of the lower pole, Hate, 
than the higher pole, Love. It 1s often cruel, selfish, inhuman, and 
bears but little semblance to the greater Love, as interpreted by the 
Initiates. 

The Initiate Paul's interpretation of the word Charity, more per- 
fectly describes the manitestation of the higher pole than any other 
writer on that theme, but even his interpretation 1s deficient, in that 
no special reference is made to the essence of Love, the Law of 
Attraction, and the various degrees of love which are different rates 
of vibration of that one essence. 

It is not my object to dilate upon the scientific or universal aspects 
or action of that Cosmic Law at this time, but to endeavor to ex- 
plode the false ideas put forth by imitators of the Initiates, who 
have never understood the veiled directions given by the latter to 
their disciples touching upon the qualifications for chelaship, and 
consequently have travestied or misinterpreted the same, to the great 
injury of those who trust to their guidance, and 1in no instance more 
destructively than in the directions given for the killing out of their 
love natures. 

To my knowledge there are many groups of sincere, intelligent 
Students now under the direction of such incompetent teachers, that 
are bending every effort toward the killing out in themselves of the 
power and ability to love, thereby stultifying their own higher 
natures and atrophying the very organic centres through which 
the highest aspect of the Law of Attraction must necessarily operate 
in order to reach and connect the spiritual and material planes, 
and $80 further the evolution of man; in other words, they are 
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destroying the bridge over which the Ego must pass and repass 
trom the Higher to the lower self, thus leaving the lower self to 
the doubtful mercies of the lower psychic elementals; which, in 
revenge for the repression of bodily functions which furnish 
gratification to such elementals, eventually unite and bring to bear 
an accumulation of force upon the unprotected lower self which 
plunges it into a very maelstrom of passion and self-gratification. 
Even the. lowest vibration of the Law of Attraction, —Passion, 
when purely natural, has a certain office to perform in the evolu- 
tion of the man or woman who has not passed beyond the primary 
classes of life and attained perfect control over all the organic 
centres of the body; but, having passed through those classes, he 
may not return to lower levels without endangering his whole career. 
[In whatever Cosmic degree of life man may be functioning for 
the time being, some aspect or vibration of the Law of Attraction 
must be his guiding star to the next higher degree, whether it be 
love of God, Nature or individual, until he has reached the degree 
where all personal love 1s swallowed up in universal love—until 
love 1s, $0 to speak, unclothed, and becomes the pure force of 
Attraction, when 1t in turn reincarnates in every living thing during 
the next period of manifestation. The great sin, the bar to develop- 
ment, hes in the misuse, the abuse of the Omnipotent, Omnipresent 
God, for God 1t 1s, and I say to you now that he who abuses, con- 
temns or misuses the power attained over some other human being 
as a result of the abuse of any aspect of Love, draws down upon 
himself the corresponding action of Karmic law to such a degree as 
to chill him with apprehension could he behold its coming; and 
unfortunately, such an one attains to such power only too easily. 
One of the characteristics of love is humility ; one who loves truly 
is always filled with the idea of his own unworthiness in comparison 
to the presumed worthiness of the ideal in mind, and this places 
him at a disadvantage; his seeming unworthiness of such a high 
gift as he believes reciprocated love to be, tends to foster the 1dea 
that nothing he possesses is too good to be freely bestowed upon 
the loved one, however the gift may be, in reality, despised or 
misused, and according to the purity, strength and unselfishness of 
the love thus freely given, is the power increased for 1ts abuse and 
misuse by the unprincipled man or woman ; while at the same time 
the spiritual power and possessions gained by the giver through 
such misuse of the gift, is increased ten fold. His unselfish love 
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leads him to a height which brings him into the communion of saints. 
He has not much farther to travel up the steep path of life ere he 
tinds his reward in the change from personal to universal love and 
lite, 11 he has held firmly to his ideal; for the fallen idol has served 


as a Step tor him to climb to a higher level where dwells his true 


I deal. 


[t mankind could only remember that the Substance of God is the 


Substance of Love, it would not he deceived, 80 easily by specious 


words. [t 1s the greater, the unselfish love, which invariably 


gains hfe's compensations, though it may gain them only through 
the fire of renunciation. All the world may offer could not compen- 
Sate tor the loss of the power of loving, and when this truth 1s

realized, some idea may be gained of the irreparable loss one must 
<ustain who has by his own unceasing efforts toward selt develop- 
ment only succeeded in atrophying the centres through which the 
creat Cosmic force of Attraction must flow, in order to connect him 
with God—the Higher Self, through which alone development may

THE TELL-TALE PICTURE GALLERY. 


Although the gallery of pictures about which I now write has long 
ago heen abandoned, and never since its keepers left the spot where 
it was has it been seen there, similar galleries are still to he found in 
places that one cannot get into until guided to them. They are now 
Secreted in distant and inaccesstÞle spots ; in the Himalaya mountains, 
beyond them, in Tibet, in underground India, and such mysterious 
localities. The need for reports by spies or for confess10ns by trans- 
gressors 1s not felt by secret fraternities which possess such strange 
recorders of the doings, thoughts and conditions of those whom 
they portray. In the brotherhoods of the Roman Catholic Church 
or in freemasonry, no failure to abide by rules could ever he dealt 
with unless some one reported the delinquent or he himselt made a 
confession.

And, 
in the various religious bodies, the members continually break, either 
in act or in thought, all the commandments, unknown to their fellows 
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and the heads of the church, with no loss of standing. But neither 
the great Roman Church, the Freemasons, nor any religious sect 
possesses such a gallery as that of which I will try to tell you—one 
in which 1s regtistered every smallest deed and thought. 

| do not mean that great Astral Light that retains faithful pic- 
tures of all we do, whether we be Theosophists or Scoffers, Catho- 
Iics or Freemasons, but a veritable collection of $1mmwulcrac deliberately 
constructed 80 as to specialize one of the many functions of the 
Astral Light. 


[t was during one of my talks with the old man who returned 
to me as a Wandering Eye, that I first heard of this wonderful gal- 
lery, and after his death I was shown the place itself. It was kept 
on the Sacred [sland where of old many weird and magical things 
existed and events occurred. You may ask why these are not now 
found there, but you might as well request that I explain why 
Atlantis sank heneath the wave, or why the great Assyrian empire 
has disappeared. They have had their day, just as our present 
boasted civilization will come to its end and be extinguished. Cychc 
law cannot be held trom 1ts operation, and just as sure as tides 
change on the globe and blood flows in the body, $0 sure 1s 1t that 
creat doings reach their conclus1on, and powertul nations disappear. 

[t was only a few months previous to the old man's death, when 
approaching dissolution or superior orders, I know not which, caused 
him to reveal many things and to let slip hints as to others. He had 
heen regretting his numerous errors one day, and turning to me satd : 

*And have you never seen the gallery where your actual spiritual 
State records 1tself ?” 

Not knowing what he meant, I replied: *I did not know they 
had one here.” 

*Oh, yes;. it is in the old temple over by the mountain, and the 
diamond gives more light there than anywhere else. 

Fearing to reveal my dense ignorance, not only of what he meant 
but also of the nature of this gallery, I continued the conversation 
in a way to elicit more information, and he, supposing I had known 
of others, hegan to describe this one.

| had yet seen the picture gallery. "No, said I, in the dream,” 
*] had forgotten it. Awakening then, at sound of my own voice, 
and looking up, I saw standing in the moonhght, a ftigure of one 
| had not seen in any of the temples. This being gazed at me with 
clear, cold eyes, and afar off sounded what I supposed to be its 
VOICE : 

"Come with me. 

Rising Iirom the bed, | went out into the night, following this 
laconic guide. Ihe moon was full, high in her course, and all the 
place was full of her radiance. In the distance the walls of the tem- 
ple nearest the diamond mountain appeared self-Iuminous. To that 
the gmde walked, and we reached the door, now standing wide 
open. .\s I came to the threshold, suddenly the lonely, gray, wan- 
dering Eye of my old dead friend and co-disciple, floated past, look- 
ing deep into my own, and [ read its express1on, as 1t 1t would say : 

The picture gallery 1s here. 

We entered, and, although some priests were there, no one seemed 
to notice me. Through a court, across a hall, down a long corridor, 
we went, and then into a wide and high roofless place with but one 
door. Only the stars adorned the space above, while streams of more 
than moonlight poured into it from the diamond, so that there were 
no shadows, nor any need for hghts. As the no1seless door swung 
Softly to, behind us, sad music floated down the place, and ceased ;

nated and disciplined for the sake of his art and for the sake of 
producing a masterpiece. 

*Now we have a ground of hope that such a type of man 18s com- 
ing. The unconscious co-operation of modern industry 1s gradually 
developing it. The education of the family, the school and the 
church tend in the same direction. The trades unions, with all their 
faults, are developing the spirit of co-operation through their col- 
lective efforts for mutual benefit. The s$pirit of co-operation 1s the 
inevitable outcome of friendly association. The man of the future, 
providing always that progress continues, is not the *Blonde Beast 
of Nietzsche, the man of blood and iron, but the man who 18s wise 
enough to be simple, strong enough to he inoffensive and great 
enough to be humble. 

*The drift of industry, then, is toward an ideal economy in which 
co-operative labor under democratic direction 1s necessarily imphed. 
The drift, obvious enough now even to the casual observer, will 
become more and more pronounced as men grasp the 1deal here sug- 
gested and begin to ask themselves, How shall we act individually 
and collectively, s0 as best to forward the realization of this 1deal* 

*Let me condense the argument. The industrial millenium must

be a perfectly rational order, otherwise it would not be a nullennium 
at all. A rational industrial order must manitest itselt in industrial 
economy, which 1s but the mamitestation of reason on the inqdustrial 
plane. Pertect industrial economy, however, 1s 1mposs1ble without 
voluntary co-operation, which in turn 1s dependent on the co-opera- 
tive spirit or love. Finally, the effectiveness, that is, the economy of 
voluntary co-operative effort, depends upon intelligent and unselfsh 
direction of industry, which can be secured broadly only by means 
of intelligent democratic control. Hence the industrial millennium 
1s a pertected industrial democracy. —/ra Woods, in International 
Journal of Ethics.

The only way for a star or a child to get back its light and its place 
among the other stars or Masters 1s by going to the smallest and 
ugliest of God's creatures and helping them to grow better and 
hecome more beautiful. 

Flowers have to learn many lessons as children do. The violet 
has learned to be modest. The lily teaches purity and love. The 
dandehon 1s generous to all alike with its wealth of *Poor man's 
gold.” The forget-me-not's blue eyes are filled with friendship. 
Some flowers, 1t 1s true, are portsonous and have a strong odor, but 
they are working at some heavy task which will make them more 
beautiful and useful when 1t 1s finished. | 

Fhe rose, the Queen of Flowers, tells us that it has learned the 
lessons of all flowers, that it is a Temple within itself and that it 
unfolds and blossoms as a child unfolds and blossoms into manhood 
or womanhood. It we hold love in our hearts for ir we will come 
close to God; we will find for ourselves how it has learned its lessons 
and grown into the beautiful rose, the Queen of the Temple of 
Flowers. 

One time, a poet, a kind man who loved children, sent an autumn 
bouquet to a friend and he wrote a poem to send with it. The sun 
streamed in the window while he walked to and fro, pausing now and 
then to write his thoughts about Flowers. 

He called them Stars of Earth, and found God's love in them and 
many wondrous truths. He knew that the same life was in the 
flowers that 1s in men and children, and that they are related even to 
human things. He did not learn these things from books but trom 
h1s heart. 

In another poem he tells us of a preacher who pretended to be 
good but who was not, because he needlessly *Lopped the wayside 
lilies with his cane,” when he walked along the road. This preacher, 
along with other men, allowed the people of the town to kill all the 
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birds because the crows ate too much of the farmer's grain. The 
village teacher plead to save the little lives, but the summer came 
and all the birds were dead. The caterpillars, insects, worms, 
devoured the fruits and crops. A few stray leaves blushed for 
Shame, the wind moaned, the farmers grew impatient. Next spring 
a strange s1ght was seen in the town. A large wagon overarched 
with evergreens and filled with birds in cages, came down the street, 
the birds filling the air with wild, sweet music. The farmers had 
Sent for the birds from all the country round, and now let them loose 
to buitd new nests in the desolate woods and fields. 

Once there was a holy man who made an earnest prayer to God 
as he stood upon the hill top. He put his whole soul into the prayer, 
as it was of such importance to the world. Then, knowing that God 
answered him he waited in s:lence. The answer did not come with a 
crash of thunder, nor a blinding flash of Iightning, nor with a great 
wind, nor upheaving of the earth ; but as he looked around he noticed 
at his feet a tiny violet opening 1ts petals, and he knew that his 
prayer was answered by that message. 

Therefore if we ask anything of God, let us look around among 
Nature and see 1f we do not find that colors, flowers, birds or sounds 
around us convey a message or the answer we wish to know. 

The Master of Life, the Christ, is everywhere in the simplest, 
most commonplace things around us as well as on the mountain top 
or in the sky. We must strive to learn with our heart the language 
which He uses, which 1s the language of the stars, trees, flowers, 
birds and all natural things.

SPIRITUALISM VERSUS OCCULTISM. 
[ 


The line of demarkation between Spiritualism, as the term 1s gen- 
erally understood, and Occultism, as the same 1s construed by the 
Initiates, is as wide as the gulf of separation between the higher and 
lower planes of life, while in fact the two words are used by numbers 
of people to designate one particular aspect of life ; and the difficul- 
ties in the way of satisfactorily explaining the difference between 
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them are very great, particularly to the unprepared and undeveloped 
personality, for the differences are $0 largely concerned with the in- 
terior planes of hfe, to which not all of our present human race have 
CONSCIOUS ACCESS. 

No enlightened Occultist will deny the possthility of genuine Spir- 
itualistic, or rather Astral, phenomena, but such an Occultist 1s more 
or less familiar with the different planes of interior life and the laws 
governing those planes, as well as the natural laws of the physical 
plane. He knows the soul of man must pass through those interior 
planes, subject to the laws that govern them ; 1t cannot pass from the 
plane next the earth to the third or fourth plane ; it must pass through 
the second. It has certain vehicles or bodies of finer vibration or sub- 
Stance than the one it has left hehind on earth, each one of which par- 
takes of the same nature as the plane or state 1t enters and ex1sts 
within, as the physical body partakes oi the same nature and ex1sts 
within a corresponding state of matter. These vehicles it parts with 
in a manner corresponding to the death of the body on the phys1cal 
plane, as the freed soul hecomes purer, stronger and more $piritual. 
When after such purihcation 1s accomphshed and 1t becomes more 
and more of the nature of $pirit it drops all association with the 
States of matter it has parted from and becomes consctously 1denti- 
hed with other souls that have passed through the same experiences, 
[t 1s possiÞble for a strong willed, selfish person to hold back a soul 
which has passed from earth life, by continual longing and grieving, 
and by calling it back through a medium who possesses the power, 
but every time it 1s thus called back it lo ses more and more of 1ts 
power of progress1on, and it 1s quite possthle for such a soul to be 
caught and held on one of the lower planes for ages by elementaries 
or human souls which are unable to pass on. It 1s this possthility, 
and indeed frequent occurence, that makes mediumship the awtul 
Snare and delus1on it 1s. It such a soul as-I have mentioned possesses 
the power and vitality to draw on the vital force oft the medium or 
the assembled people at a seance it may cause an appearance of 1t- 
Self to materialize, but 1t 1s not the real entity that 1s seen; 1t 1s no 
more than a walking s1mulacrum of that entity, and 1s invariably 
created at a great loss to the observer as well as to itselt. 

The $state of matter in which the soul is existing when first liber- 
ated 1s the state immediately beyond the earthly state, and in occult 
parlance 1s known as Kama-loka. It 1s the state from which all the 
orthodox 1deas of purgatory have been derived, a place of purifica- 
tion by fire; not such fire as we are familiar with but the fire of 
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intense longing to behold and unite itself with the Infinite Father, 
the Higher Self, from which it has been s0 long separated, and the 
torture 'of this fire 1s increased by the results of evil action it sees 
Spread out as 1t were, all about it, and from which it naturatly 
Shrinks 1t 1t be a normal soul. It depends entirely upon its own 
ntrins1c purity and love of Good as to how long it is neceszary for 
a Soul to remain in Kama-loka. There are sonls 80 purified by 
earthly sutfering and effort as to make any stay in Kama-loka unnec- 
essary. The lower astral vehicle, which corresponds to the lower 
astral plane has hecome $0 refined and attenuated that the shell he- 
gins to disintegrate before the earthly body is laid away, and falls 
away hike a worn out garment as the soul passes through Kama-loka 
to a Ingher state of consciousness. Nearly all the forms of phenom- 
ena produced by ordinary mediums are reflections of life in Kama- 
loka. They are all the more dangerous because of their deceptive 
nature for to all appearances they may be marvelously beautiful, true 
and powerful, but when one realizes how they are created, their 
uselessness, and their results on the Ives ot the majority of those 
who are led astray by them, it becomes apparent that psychic phe- 
nomena of such a nature 1s to be avoided instead of cultivated, until 
Such time as it can bea $spiritual instead of examined trom a matertal 
Standpoint. 

[t is a well known fact that mediums frequently go insane or be- 
come demoralized, and this 1s due to the causes given above. 

It should be understood that it is not necessary for a man to die 
in order to obtain access to and from the interior planes of life if 
he has succeeded in purifying his whole nature, physical, astral and 
Spiritual, and has won by his own unaided efforts the power to con- 
trol the elementary forces and resident denizens of those astral 
planes of life; in other words, when he has reached a stage of Mas- 
tery. It is not difficult to understand how such a Master could ap- 
pear and disappear at will, and if occasion arise, go to any selected 
agent, either in his physical or astral body ; but it must not be for- 
Yotten that he has won such power by strict obedience to all of 
nature's laws. and he would be the last person in the universe to 
deliberately break those laws, as he must break them past all for- 
giveness if he entered into communication with Tom, Dick and 
Harry for the purpose of satisfying mere curiosity Or gratifying 
the lower earthly desires of some individual who in fact required 
the very experience of self denial and self mastery he was passing 
through, and who could recetve n: mght but injury from such grati- 
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fication. In other words, nothing would justify a Master in using 
his hard won power but the salvation of a race or the operations of 
Some Cosmic law. In fact he could not use them for personal grati- 
fication, or for the benefit of any individual unless 'that individual 
were a part of his own essence; in other words, unless such an one 
belonged to the same Cosmic Ray, or division of the universe to 
which he himself belonged, for the soul ties which umte the mem- 
hers of such a Cosmic family are of altogether. a different nature 
than the ties which unite an earthly family or race oft people, and 
the particular degree of mental and psychic force which operates 
through any one ray could not he transferred to another without 
breaking the law. However great the Master 1t there should be no 
individual in incarnation at any one time who belonged to his Ray 
he would be helpless so far as communication with this plane was 
concerned. Had he not been bound by this law do you not think the 
Master Jesus would have chosen a different order of disciples from 
the majority of those he chose for the imparting of such 1immense 
Spiritual truths Men who could no more understand His higher 
teachings than a baby could understand the science of geometry.

are doing to beautify and utilize the surroundings, I wished most 
heartily that I too could be one of those helping in the grand work 
that they are engaged in. The hotel keeps, I believe always more 
or less full of guests and members. Whilst we were there we num- 
bered about thirty-five living in the hotel; all vegetables and such 
products were grown upon the grounds surrounding the Sanatorium. 

The Temple Cottage 1s about a mile from the hotel; we spent a 
delightful day there with the four or five different members who 
are living there. About half a mile from the cottage is the *Open 
Gate Sanatorium” for consumptives and it is beautiful and most en- 
couraging to see how well the patients are cared for and how they 
begin to improve at once, the first patient who came a few months 
ago 1s well and quite recovered.

[n Tent rent, on Halcyon grounds or at Beach, if holder desires 
to hive out of doors. | 

RATES. 

The Rates at which such accommodations and services are to be 
turnished will be 10 per cent less than the regular rates charged by 
the Ass0ciation for such services, thus practically paying the certifi- 
cate holder an interest on money paid in for such services. 

The rates for room and board and for medical service in Sanator- 
1m, etc., necessarily vary with the location of the room and the 
amount of service required. The regular rates at the Halcyon vary 
trom $30 to $50 per month, according to location of rooms and fur- 
nishing, etc. All rooms are cozy, however.
